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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Gregory Bruns (Reg. 33,656) on May 1, 2003. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

(I) In claim 24, delete "for" and add - - assembly - -, line 1 . 

(II) In claim 25, add - - assembly - -, after "The interposer" line 1 . 

(III) In claim 26, add - - assembly - -, after "The interposer" line 1 . 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

A flexible interposer assembly connecting an electronic component having first 
thermal coefficient of expansion with a printed circuit board having second thermal 
coefficient of expansion, wherein the connection pads for solder ball connections on the 
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interposer are smaller than the respective connection pads on the electronic component 
and the printed circuit board are not disclosed by prior art alone or in combination. 

Though, flexible interposer for connecting an electronic component with a printed 
circuit board are l<nown in the art, the interposer assembly as disclosed and enabled by 
the specification having smaller connection pads for solder ball connections on the 
interposer than respective connection pads on the electronic component and the printed 
circuit board, as shown in figure 7, making a parabolic shape, has not been disclosed by 
prior art. 

3. Claims 1-2, 5-17 and 24-27, directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the 
procedures set forth in the Official Gazette notice dated March 26, 1996 (1184 O.G. 86), 
claims 20-22, directed to the process of making or using the patentable product, 
previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, are now 
subject to being rejoined. Claims 20-22 are hereby rejoined and fully examined for 
patentability under 37 CFR 1 .104. 

Since all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1.142 
have been rejoined, the restriction requirement is hereby withdrawn.
